A—Yes. You will be permitted to 


new school is approved to offer 
training to veterans, and as long 
as you remain in the same course, 
In order to change course, however, 
you must obtain prior VA approval, 
which is granted only under certain 
conditions. 

Q-—Is it too late for me to get 
additional national service life 
insurance? I had only $5,000 when 
I came out of service and I’d like 
to apply for $5,000 more. 

A—You no longer may apply for 
new NSLI. The Servicemen’s In- 
demnity and Insurance Acts of 
1951, passed April 25, ended the 
issuance of new NSLI as well as 
new U. S. government life insur- 
ance for World War I veterans, 

Q-I am on active duty in the 
army, and I have the $10,000 in- 
demnity protection under the new 
law signed by the President late 
in April. Who gets the money if I 
die in service? 

A~—The money is payable only 
to surviving spouse, child or chil- 
dren, brother or sister or parent; 
and the insured may name one or 
more beneficiaries within their 
permitted class.

Next Wednesday will be Memorial day when we pause for the 
moment to pay tribute to the memory of those departed ones who 
served our nation in time of war.

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Saving The Wounded 


Deaths from wounds in the Korean War have been at the low- 
1st rate in history. This is a tribute to the magnificent work 
which the doctors, nurses and medical cormpsmen attached to our 
fighting forces are doing under the most difficult and dangerous 
conditions. 


But there is even more to it than that—and it is found in the 
high protein diet of American soldiers. | Their rations include 
about a pound of meat a day, and meat is one of the best of the 
limited number of sources of whole protein.

Red Adventure 


The addition of new iron to the 
will of Washington, as revealed by 
General Marshall, and others, fore- 
casts with more assurance than 
previously the ultimate failure of 
the Red Chinese effort against the 
United States. 

Public response to the bold Mac- 
Arthur spirit-even though some of 
his controversial proposals for ex- 
panded Asian war were pigeon- 
holed—has stiffened the spine of 
the Administration. It also has 
impelled our allies to soft-pedal 
opposition to vigorous measures, 

As a consequence, Mao Tse- 
tumg’s major objectives are less 
likely to be reached. 

The opinion of many in Washing- 
ton is that the Red adventurer in- 
vaded Korea to: 1. Split the Allies. 
2. Capture Korea. 3; Gain Formosa 
as the price of peace. 4. Annihi- 
late Chiang Kai-shek as the foun- 
tainhead and symbol of organized 
resistance. 5. Defeat America, thus 
ruining our prestige and weaken- 
ing our power against Russia. 

The adamant American con- 
science, backed by our fists, has 
blocked every one of those paths. 
Our problem no longer is over quit- 
ting; it is how long before we risk 
Soviet intervention by delivering 
a knock-out punch, 

Chiang’s following on Formosa 
received a reprieve from the Tru- 
man Administration, which pre- 
viously had given the impression 
that, in the final tragic scene, it 
might not interfere with the carry- 
ing out of the death sentence on 
Nationalist survivors by a vengeful 
Mao. 


Chiang Still Unpopular 
With Democracies 

The Chiang regime still is re- 
pugnant to Americans who accept 
tales of its former incompetence, 
corruption and dictatorship. The 
British think the Kuomintang rem- 
nant has less popular support on 
the Asiatic mainland than before. 
Both Washington and London have 
been disposed to scorn the Gener- 
alissimo, 

This low estimate of his effec- 
tiveness, strangely, is not shared 
by Peiping. The communist hier- 
archy, itself,rates him as a formid- 
able enemy with influence so deep 
that a current Red objective is to 
uproot it as well as to plot his 
extermination in Formosa. One of 
the reasons for Red fear of the 
outcast commander is that he made 
Chinese like America.
